Cameron Furbes, head of the Com¬ 
mission appointed by President 
Hoover to investigate conditions 
in Haiti told the students of Rollins 
College in a chapel address Monday. 

Mr, Forbes praised the work of 
Governor Genera] Busedl in Haiti 
but as a result of the Commis¬ 
sion's investigations, he said, the 
commission member* feel that much 
of the resentment of the Haitians 
could be erased if a governor gen¬ 
eral from non-military ranks were 
placed in charge after Governor 
General Russell's retirement, 

Mr. Forbes, who served the Uni¬ 
ted States Government in the Phi¬ 
lippine Islands for many years in¬ 
cluding a term aa governor general 
also advanced the theory that reme 
of the Filipino political leaders ate 
now "soft-pedaling" talk for Inde¬ 
pendence because of economic as¬ 
pects of such a state. American 
assistance in the Philippines, he 
pointed out, has been of great eco¬ 
nomic benefit to the Islands open¬ 
ing up the American markets to 
the producers of Philippine goods.
